Splitting The Conservative Vote? 


JIMMY FORD AND TIM UPPAL'S

The presence of independent Jimmy 
Ford, who is running on a conserva- 
tive platform and clearly endorsees 
Stephen Harper's leadership, makes 
the usually solidly Tory riding of Ed- 
monton-Sherwood Park an actual 
contest this election. 

Ken €pp, of Unborn Victims of 
Crime Bill fame, retired at the end 
of the last Parliament. Tim Uppal, 
a former party advisor who has run 
several times in Millwoods, won the 
Tory nod, but Ford claims Uppal only 
gained the nomination because of a 
loophole in the nomination process 
which allows permanent residents 
who are not yet Canadian citizens 
to vote. Ford’s preferred candidate, 
Jacquie Fenske, lost, and the busi- 
nessman was upset enough to run 
against Uppal. Uppal, meanwhile, 
says he simply worked harder than 
Fenske, and that his previous work 
for the party had nothing to do with 
his nomination. 

The upshot of all this is that €d- 
monton-Sherwood Park. effectively 
has two conservative candidates 
potentially splitting the vote, which 
means the riding could be won by 
an independent, or, at an outside 
chance, allow the Liberals or the 
NDP to squeak by. 

In the last election, the second- 
place Liberals gained only 14 per cent 
of the vote, and beat out the NDP by 
only 28 votes. Rick Sozostak, the Lib- 
eral challenger, is an economist with 
the University of Alberta, while NDP 
candidate Brian LeBelle is a child and 
youth worker in Edmonton. 

Planned or existing upgraders, the 
plants that transform bitumen from 
the oilsands into synthetic crude, 
have raised environmental concerns 
in the area, but the economy is at the 
top of some voters’ minds.

Rumble In The Jumble On The Left 


WILL THE PILEUP OF LEFT-

The crowd at the Edmonton-Strath- 
cona all-candidates’ debate on Sept. 
30 at the University of Alberta Stu- 
dents Union Building consisted pre- 
dominantly of earnest students, but 
was seasoned liberally with salt-and- 
pepper professionals as well as the 
odd set of coveralls. 

The relatively strong presence of 
both the Liberals and the NDP in 
Edmonton-Strathcona makes this 
a hot race, watched both nationally 
and locally. 

The incumbent, Conservative Ra- 
him Jaffer, usually comes up the mid- 
dle. Last election, he snapped up 42 
per cent of the vote. Environmental 
lawyer Linda Duncan, on the NDP 
ticket once again this election, came 
in second with 33 per cent. One of 
many websites designed to help citi- 
zens avoid splitting their vote, Vote- 
ForTheEnvironment.ca, thinks that 
gap can be closed this time around: 
“This is one of the few ridings in Al- 
berta,” it says, “where we could elect 
a pro-environment candidate.” 

In 2006, the Liberals came in 
third with 18 per cent of the vote 
with candidate Andy Hladyshevsky, 
who was replaced this election with 
retired teacher Claudette Roy. Jane 


Thrall holds the Green flag, and Ke- 
van Hunter runs once again for the 
Marxist-Leninist Party. 

Janelle Morin, present of the stu- 
dents’ union, says the left side of 


. the debate was a little crowded, and 


none of the candidates did a good job 
of differentiating themselves. “I was 
disappointed there wasn’t more divi- 
sion on a lot of issues,” she says. 

In the debate and in separate inter- 
views, here’s what the candidates had 
to say: 


Carbon Tax/Environment 
Duncan: “We've taken the stance 
that the most important thing is to 
put the right price on carbon. We are 
pushing for much quicker, faster re- 
ductions than the Liberals.are. ... My 
worry, and because I’ve been at so 
many of these [environmental stake- 
holder] tables, is we need to stick 
with one agenda, because we are los- 
ing time. We need to get something 
in place now. That doesn’t mean that 
down the road we can’t have some 
kind of incentive or disincentive for 
specific sources of carbon.” 

Roy: “Instead of making laws that 
will make companies go to their law- 
yers to find loopholes, Mr. Dion has 
said we need to tax polluters [with the 
Green Shift]. When they see that tax, 
instead of going to see their lawyers, 
they are going to go to their engineers 
and say, ‘Look, start researching and 
finding some technology so that we

are polluting less.” 

Jaffer: “You can make a lot of 
promises, but especially here in Al- 
berta where we are so dependent on 
natural resources, we have to be care- 
ful not to sacrifice the economy.” 

Thrall: “We are using the carbon 
tax and a cap and trade program. ... 
None of the other parties are doing 
this, but we feel one is short-term 
and the other is long-term.” 


Economic Instability 
Jaffer: “Already people are going to 
have limited incomes if there is a 
recession. So if taxes are high, then 
they have less money to invest in 
the economy, or even spend on es- 
sentials. What happens is you start 
to penalize your own economy. The 
fundamentals here in Canada are 
strong. We have been paying down 
the debt.” 

Roy: “The Liberals are the ones 
that inherited a huge debt from Brian

Mulroney's Conservatives. And we 
wrestled that to the ground and put 
up huge surpluses, which Harper has 
squandered. I don’t think we have 
any lessons to learn from the Mike 
Harris boys.” ‘ 

Duncan: “We will reassess the 
bank legislation and make sure con- 
sumers are protected.” 

Thrall: “We feel that the jobs of the 
future won't be found in the oilsands, 
but in the green economy,” 


Funding Education 

Jaffer: “One of the biggest things 
we've done is the $1-billion grants 
targeted at low-income students.” 

Roy: “Some students have told me 
the tax credits are no good because 
they don't pay tax.” 

Hunter: “How is it that every 
election every candidate is for pub- 
lic education, however once they 
are elected it’s the status quo or 
worse?”

Funding The Arts 

Roy: “From the music, to the pot- 
tery that you can buy at the market, 
to the many people who try to make 
a living acting, singing, and creat- 
ing, these are ordinary people. It's an 
insult to say art is not for ordinary 
people. When you develop the right 
brain, you develop the ability to think 
and imagine new things, not only in 
arts, but in all areas of life.” 

Jaffer: “Unfortunately there's been 
some confusion. There have been 
cuts, but some of those programs 
were delivered though different de- 
partments. ... The film credit is still 
under review, and I think there's go- 
ing to some sort of an exemption 
for films.

The Calgary and St. Thomas Aquinas 
Catholic boards both decided against of- 
fering the vaccine, a move that shows they 
value ideology over real-life health concerns, 
and is, indeed, irresponsible. 





Is the economic meltdown in the United 
States the end of capitalism? Probably not, 
but let's hope it's the end of unregulated 
capitalism. Certainly, the United States and 
Canada must both look at better consumer 
protections and monitoring of the financial 


| industry, but there are also some big-picture 


problems visible in the current crisis. 

North Americans focus too much on grow- 
ing the economy rather than on creating a 
stable economy. Albertans, with our insanely 
high inflation and desperate fear of another 
bust, should know that better than most. 

The key to that is the other big-picture 
problem — we aren't taking care of each 
other anymore. As the Centre For Policy 
Alternatives blog notes, quoting the Interna- 
tional Labour Organization: “Hardly anyone 
argues that the massive income redistribu- 
tion towards the rich during the last 25 
years might be a root cause for the current 
problem.” 
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Maybe it was the local candidate forums, or 
perhaps the promise of the leaders debate 
tonight (Thu., Oct. 2), but SEE’s Despair-o- 
Meter, visible at left, has finally found the 
election spirit this week. 

Green leader Elizabeth May's participa- 
tion in the leaders’ debate indicates that 
Canada is at least willing to consider a wider 
range of political ideas. And that's a big step 
towards coalition governments and broader 
consensus-building. Let's hope that’s the 
message Stephen Harper's Conservatives 
take away from the debate. 

Seeing Jack Layton finish in second place 
in CPAC’s polling certainly spiked adrenaline 
levels too. According to Nanos Research, 

18 per cent of those polled think the 
mustachioed leader would make a good PM. 
That's another indication that Canadians 
are moving beyond two-party thinking. 

Maybe none of that will mean much come 
Oct. 14, but it is encouraging.

EnCana Responds To Feature In SEE 


"TWO-SIDED CHARACTERIZATION OF THE 
COMPANY” 

SEE Magazine's story on EnCana Corpora- 
tlon dated July 10, 2008 [SEE #763] paints a 
two-sided characterization of the company. 
{t notes some of EnCana’s efforts towards 
becoming a leading provider of sustainable 
energy resources for use by North Amricans 
in their daily lives, It also covers a broad spec- 
trum of complex events and issues, most 
predominantly the concerns of a handful of 
rural residents that EnCana has dealt with 
over many years. 

Fast Forward (SEE's sister publication in 
Calgary) summer intern Adrian Morrow first 
approached us about writing a story that 
covered EnCana's history, which he said was 
prompted by our announcement in May to 
split into two. independent companies. We 
met with Mr. Morrow and presented him with 
extensive documentation outlining EnCana's 
history. Then on July 3, one week before pub- 
lishing, Mr. Morrow sent us an email outlining 
specific and detailed questions about the 
concerns of individual rural residents. How- 
ever, before we were able to address these 
specific and complex events, the story was 
published, with a prime focus on the con- 
cerns of these rural residents. 

The story contains numerous errors in fact 
and misleading descriptions of events: a list 
that is-far too long and detailed to cover in 
this letter. 

The story starts by detailing a Vulcan Al- 
berta farm family's concern about natural 
gas Well operations in the spring of 2006. 
A search of our operations records indicates 
that EnCana did not do. any work of the na- 
ture described on any well near the family's 
quarter section during that period. 

In late 2006, EnCana received licenses 
from the Alberta Energy and Utilities Board 
(EUB, now the Alberta Energy Resources 
Conservation Board) to drill two natural gas 
wells near the farm. The family members 
objected to the EUB issuing a well licence 
because of sensitivity to chemicals. 

Throughout a series of exchanges with the 
regulator, family members were asked by 
the EUB to present medical evidence of how 
they were adversely affected and, as is stan- 


have not adversely affected the complainant 
water wells.” 

Throughout the story it states that En- 
Cana’s predecessor companies — Alberta En- 
ergy Company Ltd. and PanCanadian Energy 
Corporation — were “handed” or “donated” 
land and assets from the governments of 
Alberta and Canada. In fact, AEC purchased 
its founding assets in 1975, most notably 
paying $75 million for the drilling rights to 
the lands on Canadian Forces Base Suffield. 
Also, EnCana owns mineral rights, called 
fee simple title, on millions of acres of lands 
across southern Alberta, including extensive 
lands around Rosebud. Title to these lands 
was partial payment to the Canadian Pacific 
Railway, a predecessor of PanCanadian, for 
construction of the railway in the 1880s. 

The story spoke of two deaths that oc- 
curred in connection with a protest against 


an oil pipeline in the Ecuador village of El 
Reventador. OCP Ecuador S.A. is the major- 
ity owner and operator of the pipeline and at 
the time EnCana was a minority shareholder 
of OCP. The protest about a community's ac- 
cess to water did take place, but there were 
no deaths. Once OCP learned of the commu- 
nity's water concerns, its engineers helped 
to secure water access for the village and 
the protest ended. During the time EnCana 
operated in Ecuador, our company received 
awards for its environmental work. As part 
of the company's efforts towards narrowing 
its strategic focus to North America, EnCana 
sold all of its Ecuador interests in 2006. 

The story describes allegations from 
two Rifle, Colo, residents who suggested 
a connection between EnCana’s activities 
and their cancer diagnosis. In one case, the 
chemical alleged to have caused one resi- 


dent's illness was not in use at the time of 
the resident's diagnosis. The other resident's 
allegations against EnCana were, upon in- 
vestigation, found to be aimed at two differ- 
ent companies, not EnCana. None of this was 
mentioned in the story. 

That is not to say there are not problems. 
We are very aware that on rare occasions 
accidents occur, disputes arise, equipment 
and procedures fail. For example, in an un- 
usual event near Divide Creek in Colorado, 
the failure in the cementing of casing in one 
well caused natural gas from a deep forma- 
tion to travel more than 1.3 kilometers along 
a geological fissure to reach surface resulting 
in bubbles in the stream. 

EnCana worked with the Colorado Oil and 
Gas Commission and independent scien- 
tists to study the event in order to prevent 
any similar future occurrences. EnCana paid

a penalty for this event of $371,000 which 
largely went to a study of how natural gas 
can travel through underground rock forma- 
tions. 

EnCana has built a successful business 
from operations that stretch back decades. 
Like any endeavour, there have been some 
missteps and unprofitable investments. But 
there have also been notable successes. 
Our company and the people who work for 
EnCana strive to be trusted contributors to 
the communities where we work and live. We 
continuously work to ensure our business is 
conducted in an ethical and socially respon- 
sible manner. 

Journalism is built on the tenet of report- 
ing that is fair, accurate and balanced. We 
believe this story falls well short of that.

dard regulatory procedure, to also agree that 
their evidence be made public. However, they 
failed to do that, or apply to the regulator un- 
der its provisions for keeping evidence confi- 
dential. The EUB denied the family’s claim. A 
subsequent appeal by the family to the Al- 
berta Court of Appeal was also dismissed. 
The story also detailed the complaints 
Of a few Rosebud Alberta residents who 
say coalbed methane (CBM) development 
has adversely affected their water wells. In 
response to their concerns, Alberta Environ- 
Ment contracted the Alberta Research Coun- 
cll to conduct an independent review of wells 
in the area. The study, publicly released in 
January 2008, said water wells that intersect 
coal seams often contain methane gas, and 
that historic well water information recorded 
Prior to any CBM activity began in Alberta 
demonstrates that methane gas can natu- 
rally occur in the shallow groundwater. The 
Alberta Research Council review concluded 
that “energy development projects in the ar- 
eas (Rosebud and Wetaskawin) most likely

Sore back, huh? Blisters on your 
feet again? A recent breakout — even 
though you're way past puberty? 

Our culture is rife with fashions 
that damage the body — sometimes 
quickly and noticeably, but more 
often slowly and insidiously. We all 
know we bought the wrong pair of 
shoes when they cause third-degree 
blisters after only an hour's worth of 
wear, but most of us shrug off those 
lingering aches and discomforts that 
are often the early signs of a more 
serious latent condition. Be it high 
heels, face products, or skinny jeans, 
there is probably at least one thing 
in your daily ensemble that is doing 
your body a major disservice. 


SHORTENED TENDONS AREN'T 
SEXY 

According to Cindy Grand, phys- 
iotherapist at the Kinsmen Sports 
Centre Physical Therapy Clinic, 
problems associated with improper 
footwear are quite common. 

“They tend to come in fads and 
phases,” she says. For example, the 
recent trend of extremely pointy- 
toed shoes (for both women and

men) causes compression in the 
toes. “This can lead to bunions and 
Morton’s neuroma, which is an in- 
flammation and fibrosis between the 
two bones located right before the 
toes,” Grand reports. 

Everyone knows that high heels 
cause problems, but few people are 
aware of the full extent of damage 
they can cause. “High heels change 
the biomechanics of the body from 
the bottom up,” Grand says. “The 
ankle ends up bent into plantar flex- 
ion — this puts the Achilles tendon 
in a shortened position. When the 
foot is out of the heel, the tendon 
stretches.” 

In layman’s terms, this means that 
wearing heels for too long (say, eight 
hours a day for 10 years) permanent- 
ly shortens your tendons — and when 
you take the shoes off, the tendons 
stretch and can be thus damaged. 

Grand also notes that she often 
sees problems from high heels, 
pointy toes, and other improperly fit- 
ted shoes in the hip and lower back. 
“They put a lot of stress on the hip 
and make you stand with your back 
in an arched position,” she explains. 
“Ultimately, the damage is usually in 
the form of too much stress on the 
joints.” Though Grand estimates that 
only 20 to 30 per cent of the cases 
she sees are directly caused by wear- 
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ing the wrong shoes, she believes 
that in almost all cases the shoes ex- 
acerbate the situation. 


NICE SADDLEBAGS 
Grand has also seen problems arising 
from purses and shoulder bags that 
are too large and/or worn incorrect- 
ly. “The bag should hang just under 
your arm, above the waist,” she says. 
A bag that bangs against your hip 
with each step throws off your natu- 
ral motion and forces your move- 
ments to re-align themselves, caus- 
ing similar problems as high heels. 
Furthermore, Grand notes, if 
the bag is too heavy and the straps 
are too narrow, it will dig into your 
shoulder’s nerves and “cause pins 
and needles and tingling down the 


arm. 


POSTPUBESCENT BREAKOUTS 
You can’t blame hormones this time: 
if you experience zits, breakouts, ro- 
sacea, or a myriad of other skin prob- 
lems in your adult years, the most 
likely culprit is your daily slathering 
of face and hair products. 

Dr. Mariusz Sapijaszko, medi- 
cal director of the Western Canada 
Dermatology Institute, notes that 
the majority of skin complaints are 
caused by reactions to product ingre- 
dients — including so-called “natu- 


ral” ingredients. 

“Just because it's a natural prod- 
uct doesn’t mean people won't react 
to it,” he says. “People react equally 
to synthetic and natural products.” 
Sapijaszko also notes that all forms 
of face products can cause break- 
outs, everything from daily moistur- 
izer and aftershave to foundation 
and lipstick. In addition, Sapijaszko 
indicates that hair products can also 
cause breakouts and skin issues, as 
“they migrate down the hair shaft 
and get on to the skin, even if they 
weren't sprayed or applied directly to 
the skin.” 

Interestingly, in terms of prob- 
lems directly caused by face and hair 
products, Sapijaszko reports similar 
numbers to Grand: “[Face and hair] 
products can exacerbate the condi- 
tion in almost 100 per cent of the 
cases... but for products to be the 
key cause, it's about 20 per cent to 
30 per cent.” 


WHO WEARS SHORT SHORTS? 

A warning to all those who have 
subscribed to the recent skinny-pant 
fad: that tingling in your thighs is 
caused not by the electric gaze of 
lusty suitors but by a condition called 
Meralgia Parasthetica (MP). Essen- 
tially, MP results from damage to 
the lateral femoral cutaneous nerve 





(the nerve that runs around the back 
and sides of your thigh), causing 
tingling, burning, and numbness. 
Though overweight people and preg- 
nant women are most at risk for this 
condition, it has also been associated 
with the use of tight pants. Pants that 
severely pinch your flesh, especially 
if they’re worn by people who are 
already overweight, can easily cause 
compression of this nerve. 

Tight pants have also been associ- 
ated with other health complaints: 
for men, low sperm count and even 
infertility; for women, an array of 
infections. Those testicles hang low 
for a reason: sperm requires a lower 
temperature to survive. Tight pants 
squash the testicles up against the 
body, raising the temperature and 
killing sperm. 

On the other hand, a woman's 
tight pants, especially coupled with 
synthetic underwear, provide the 
perfect breeding ground for bacteria. 
This can lead to a host of infections, 
including urinary tract infections, 
yeast infections, and bacterial vagi- 
nosis. 

So the next time you rush out to 
buy the latest fashion trend, think 
for a moment: are those fashions re- 
ally comfortable, or might they just 
lead to future unpleasantness?

Malbec Is The New Black 





BOOZE MUSE MELISSA PRIESTLEY 
THIS DEEP, DARK WINE IS 
RICH IN ANTIOXIDANTS, 
TANNINS, AND GOOD OL’

Malbec is my guilty pleasure grape. 

I drink it when I want a “warm and 
fuzzy” wine — something full-bodied 
that will provide instant gratifica- 
tion without requiring any serious 
thought. 

Malbec indulges you with almost 
indecently ripe fruit and silky oak; 
its firm tannins and balancing acidity 
are the only things that keep it from 
the fruit-bomb realm. 

Yet Malbec can be as complex and 
cerebral as Bordeaux — and, coin- 
cidentally, it hails from that region. 
Malbec used to be very popular here, 
but although it is still one of the 
six permitted Bordeaux grapes, it 
is quickly losing ground — literally. 
You'll only find it blended in small 
quantities in a handful of wines. 

Malbec is particularly susceptible 
to frost, and after the winter of 1956, 
during which frost destroyed 75 per 
cent of Bordeaux's Malbec plantings, 
the French threw up their hands and 





declared “Je m’en fous!” Successive 
years have seen more and more Mal- 
bec vines replaced with heartier va- 
rieties. 

Cahors remains Malbec’s last stand 
in France. Located in the warmer 
southwest of the country, this region 
has proved a more enduring love 
for the variety. The Cahors Malbec 
vines suffered similar frost dam- 
age in '56, but most were replanted. 
Stylistically, Cahors is usually rather 
rustic; in previous decades the Eng- 
lish referred to it as “the black wine.” 
This moniker refers to Malbec’s inky 
colour and high tannin content: its 
legs are stained purple and its palate 
is astringent. 

Aside from a few diehards seeking 
the esoteric Cahors, it is quite pos- 


sible that Malbec would have been ° 


all but unknown by this point were 
it not for Argentina. Malbec has be- 
come Argentina’s signature grape; 
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The Black Bottle | Well, it may not be quite that dark, but Malbec’s deep colour packs a wallop of antioxidants. PHOTO SUPPLIED 


the country has tens of thousands 
of hectares under vine. Couple this 
with the fact that many Argentinean 
wines offer excellent value (especial- 
ly compared to European wine) and 
are easily quaffed, and you can see 
how the grape has risen so quickly. 

Like its French counterpart, Ar- 
gentinean Malbec often has fairly 
pronounced tannins. However, un- 
like the French version, Malbec from 
the other side of the equator is much 
riper and fruitier. 

The wines are typically very rich, 
almost syrupy, with hallmark fla- 
vours of plums and black currant. 
I often detect fresh herbs, such as 
thyme and dill, in Malbec, along with 
some spice and minerality if the wine 
is particularly well-made. indeed, the 
grape’s characteristics can be percep- 
tibly Bordelaise, despite the amped- 
up fruit component. 

And, like the other Bordeaux vari- 


eties, Malbec benefits from oak ag- 
ing — as such, many of the wines are 
treated to some form of oak, shown 
in overt traces of vanilla and toast. 


Malbec made headlines in recent 
years due to a series of health stud- 
ies. 

Out of the countless wines on the 
market, both French and Argen- 
tinean Malbec were found to have 
some of the highest levels of pro- 
cyanidins. Procyanidins are a type 
of polyphenol (plant chemical) that 
have antioxidant properties, and are 
therefore very good for the heart and 
blood; they are also associated with 
decreasing the risk of cancer. 

Since procyanidins are derived 
from grape skins and seeds, the 
winemaker really holds the key to 
the wine's health benefits: wines that 
have longer contact with the skins 
and seeds during fermentation will 
have more procyanidins. _ 


Since this process also tends to 
make the wine darker and more tan- 
nic, it follows that “the black wine” 
has high levels of these heart-helpful 
components. 

Malbec’s numerous health benefits 
mean that it’s like a square meal in 
a glass, and its lush texture and ripe 
fruit mean that it really is a grape 
that's excellent on its own. Again, 
I refer to it as a “warm and fuzzy” 
wine because it is perfect for quaff- 
ing in the evening, especially these 
chilly fall evenings. 

But, as is wine's nature, it can also 
pair with food — just think in terms 
of foods you would eat on those chilly 
nights. Hearty meat dishes, especial- 
ly those with gravy and mashed po- 
tatoes, are particularly good choices, 
as the smooth texture of these foods 
will complement the wine's silky tex- 
ture. 

The classic rule of pairing wine 
with food from the same region holds 
true: Argentineans are huge meat 
eaters, and Malbec pairs perfectly 
with barbecued meats of all species, 
be it beef, lamb, or even chicken. 

Fruitier Malbec with lots of vanilla 
oak character can also stand up to 
sweeter barbecue sauces. 

Though Malbec’s mounting popu- 
larity puts it in danger of becoming 
just as over-hyped (and over-priced) 
as the en vogue Aussie Shiraz of re- 
cent years, | am confident that Mal- 
bec has greater staying power — even 
despite my own personal bias. 
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How have you been received by the pub- 
lic? 
Awesome, but we had a little problem

How did you get the idea to open a dog 
deli? 

Me and my wife were watching TV and in 
China, surprisingly, there’s doggy delis. Not 
to this extent — their doggy delis are 200 
square feet with a display case and you or- 
der what you want but you don't eat in. We 
started thinking, “Why don't we do an eat-in 
restaurant?” 


What ingredients are in the food? 

It's a lot of the same ingredients as people 
food, but no sugars, no salts, no additives. 
What | try to do is take all of the comfort 
foods that we eat — shepherd's pie, stew — 
and turn it around and make it for the dogs. 
This is after doing a lot of research finding 
out what's good for the dogs. A lot of the 
people who come in here think that thelr 
dogs are going to get the runs, but they never 
do. My kid that you saw walking in here eats 


all that stuff. It's completely human-friendly. 
If it gets really busy in here, sometimes we 
just eat the pizza. 


What’s your most popular dish? 
Shih-tzu Stew, by far— the reason being that 
we use wild game in it. So we use moose, 
deer, whatever. 


How many dogs come through here a 
week? 

Fifty a week. We have no competition right, 
so If you want a party for your dog with a 
cake, there’s nowhere else to go but us. We 
do birthday cakes using mashed potato icing 
— it's just so different. 


Do the dogs get along? 

We've never had a dogfight in here. | watctra 
lot of The Dog Whisperer. lf there's a problem, 
we just ask the owner to put themona leash, 
and they're fine with that. We're one of the 
only places in the city that you can let your 
dog off the leash inside. 


What happens when the dogs make a 
“mess”? 

If they pee or poo or whatever, it's our prob- 
lem — that's why we have the mop bucket 
and poop bags everywhere around here. 
When you bring your dogs here, it's freedom. 


Which dogs tip the best? 
Boxers would be some of our best customers, 
and German shepherds. 


Any future projects in the works? 
We've been asked if we could do a singles’ 
night. We're working on it.

What a week it’s been for eating — I 
probably won't see one like it again 
for a while. 

Highlights included a breakneck 
overnighter to San Francisco, where 
I discovered that a good taqueria is 
really what's missing from my life. 
Two mornings running, my traveling 
companion and I fueled our busy day 
with horse leg-sized burritos stuffed 
with carne asada or carnitas and 
beans, then ladled with selections 
from the salsa bar. The Alberta gov- 
ernment must act now to help bring 
more people from Mexico to open 
taquerias in Edmonton — if not for 
ourselves, then for the sake of our 
children. 

At San Franciso’s Hayes Street 
Grill, we made the acquaintance of 
two fish species we'd never intro- 
duced to our digestive apparati: the 
Hawaiian opah, a rich dense steak 
of tuna-coloured flesh that seared 
pearly white on the grill; and Hawai- 
ian ohno, a delicate whitefish cooked 
to the verge of medium rare that fell 
apart on the tongue. They came with 
French fries — I felt abashed asking 


with sambar ($6.99), 
ani ($9.99), Caribbean goat curry 
with roti ($10.75), and a mango lassi 
($3) for my co-diner. 

Masala dossa is as good a yardstick 


chicken biry- 


as any for judging Masalaz on the 
continuum of South Indian restau- 
rants: it’s a large, fragile crepe rolled : 
around spiced potatoes and possibly 
the most popular dish at Masalaz, if 
its presence on every table we saw 
is anything to go by. Our order was 
accompanied by coconut chutney 
tinted pink by hot stuff and a bowl 
of sambar, a rich, velvety lentil soup 
that, in this case, packed a spicy 
punch. 

Thus did Masalaz pass the first test, 
and this portion would probably have 
been plenty of food for one person. 

Scarcely had we finished mop- 
ping up the soup when our entrées 
arrived, and we wondered how we 
would fit it all in. 

There was the plate full of saffron 
and white rice layered over chunks 
of chicken tossed with currants and 
whole spices and topped with ca- 
shews and tried onions, served with 
a papadum, acidic mango pickle, and 
creamy raita. Then there was the 
bowl of goat on the bone mixed with 
crumbly potatoes and Carribean 
spices, sided with a fresh, steaming 
circle of flatbread. We were taking 
leftovers home for sure.

for ketchup alongside a $30 entrée, 
so I ate them without. 

By the time I got home, I wasn't 
sure | needed another food adven- 
ture. But the co-diner did need to eat 
something. 

1 stabbed at the map (via Google) 
and perforated a strip mall in Mill 
Woods. Masalaz — yes, I remember 
now. After I ignorantly averred that 
Savoy’s (another strip mall gem near 
Southgate) was the only South In- 
dian restaurant in town, the e-mail 
(singular) poured in, advising us 
that Masalaz also served South In- 
dian food and deserved recognition 
as such. 

Well, there we were among a steady 
ebb and flow of customers trying to 
get their orders in before Masalaz’ 
kitchen closed. 

Two young women bustled between 
tables, dropping off dishes, clearing 
plates, wiping up. Remarkably, they 
both came by our table to make sure 
we were seen to and in a flash we'd 
placed our order from the surpris- 
ingly large bill of fare — masala dossa 


tween North and South Indian cui- 
sine is that the North indulges more 
in the sauciness while South Indian 
tends to be drier, though no less 
tantalizingly seasoned. The biryani 
looked simple enough, but boasted 
a complex interaction of ginger, gar- 
lic, cardamom, turmeric, ghee, sweet 
dried fruit, and spiced nuts. My co- 
diner, who had come to hate biryani 
during a two-year tenure in the Mid- 
dle East where she ate it for lunch 
every day, was won back over to the 
charms of the present version. 

The goat curry was more intensely 
flavoured, with distinctly more curry 
heat and more salt. Fall-apart pota- 
toes acted as the medium for spread- 
ing the spices around the lightly pun- 
gent hanks of stewed goat, which 
tasted all the better scooped up with 
pieces of chewy roti. If you order this, 
you might want to consider adding a 
vegetable accompaniment to balance 
out its starchy meatiness. After all,

The Gospel According To Ron Sexsmith 


THE TORONTO SONGWRITER

€ven spiritualists run into hotel 
troubles, as SEE found out last week 
while trying to get hold of Ron Sex- 
smith. Our interview was scheduled 
for 9:20 a.m., but when the phone 
rang, the tired voice on the line could 
only manage a vague mumble about 
the insane hotel employees running 
through the halls banging pots and 
pans and hollering like banshees for 
the sleeping guests to get the hell 
out. 

It was checkout time: 
change the sheets and scrub that go- 
dawful ring out of the tub to make 
room for guests with fresh money. 

“They were a terrible, just awful 
hotel,” Sexsmith groggily mumbled 
an hour later into the receiver of 
a borrowed cell phone. “We didn’t 
even get in until 3:30 a.m., then they

were saying we had to get out of our 
rooms by 11:00 a.m. Then I said, 
‘What about the interview?” 

The band decided-to leave immedi- 
ately after their Boston gig the night 
before to put some miles behind them 
on their way to Vienna, Virginia. De- 
spite the upset at the hotel, Sexsmith 
and his crew managed to find a Tim 
Hortons in the wilds of America and 
his caffeine buzz had him interested 
in talking religion. 

Sexsmith’s latest album, Exit Strat- 
egy of the Soul, has heavy spiritual 
overtones that the 44-year-old sing- 
er/songwriter refers to as “shadow 
gospel” — a term he picked up after

reading an online review of one of 
his previous albums. At the time Sex- 
smith had been writing Exit Strategy 
almost entirely on the piano, a habit 
that had him feeling like a Sunday 
School teacher. 

The songs on the album are 
thoughts, prayers, and expressions 
of writer's guilt he says, and as a 
result the sound is very gospel-like. 
“T felt like I was taking diction,” he 
says. “[The lyrics] were kind of just 
flowing through me as opposed to 
me pulling my hair out over them. 
You can have’ music that is sort of 
spiritual or that has an element of 
it without having all of the guilt and 
stuff that goes with religion. Because 
I'm not really a religious person, but 
1 am a God-conscious person.” 

The idea of a higher power was 
inculcated into Sexsmith during his 


childhood, growing up in a “watered- 
down Protestant” household in St 
Catherine's, Ont. He attended Sun- 
day School “religiously.” He still has 
the Bible they gave him for maintain- 
ing a perfect attendance record three 
years in a row. 

However, as he grew older, his per- 
spective of the world widened with 
the help of heroes like Buddy Holly, 
Charlie Rich, and The Kinks and 
young Sexsmith began to question 
his blind faith. His realization that 
organized religion doesn’t support 
forward thinking rubbed him the 
wrong way. “I think there's a reason 
why they use words like ‘flock,’” he 
says. “I’ve never seen God as some 
kind of judgmental, angry thing that 
lives in the sky, I think a lot of people 
have a concept of heaven as some 
sort of exclusive club where only 


people who think like they do fit in. | 
just try to think for myself.” 

But don't label Sexsmith as New 
Age — he sure doesn't. Instead, his 
spirituality rests in the belief that 
there is a higher power that we can't 
help but notice. “You can hear it in 
music, see it in art and people, and 
you know when it's not there,” he 
says. “When we die, our bodies are 
sitting there lifeless because some- 
thing has left it.” 

To Sexsmith, spirituality doesn’t al- 
ways translate smoothly. Sometimes 
it appears rough’and full of truth in 
its imperfections — his example be- 
ing the piano on Exit Strategy. He 
admits that his keyboard skills are 
less than technically sound and con- 
cedes, “The good piano playing on 
the record is done by someone else.” 
(That would be Kevin Hearn of Bare- 





naked Ladies.) ‘ 

Sexsmith figured his Jatest album 
would be more interesting with 
something rough at the centre of it 
all. An even further departure from 
his traditional repertoire was the Cu- 
ban brass section added to “Brighter 
Still,” a song he wrote on a flight to 
Cuba where he spent five days sip- 
ping drinks on Ratl.Castro’s home 
turf. He was skeptical of the plan at 
first, but once he heard the Cuban 
musicians the brass on the disc be- 
came a point of pride for Sexsmith, 

Being open and able to notice 
when there's potential for a song is 
a writer's job, he explains. As long as 
an artist is trying to speak the truth, 
they will find themselves on the right 
path. “I’m playing with all the best 
intentions,” he says.

When Michael Jerome Browne was 
thinking of titles for his latest disc, 
This Beautiful Mess was the first one 
that came to mind, and the one that 
ended up sticking. The name comes 
from one of the songs off the album 
(which came out just two weeks ago) 
and serves as its thematic linchpin. 

“Both the song and the album as a 
whole are about embracing the mess 
of life, and acknowledging the fact 
you can't clean it all up sometimes,” 
Browne explains over the phone 
from his home in Montreal. “You've 
got to learn to live with it, and only 
then can you be happy. Some people 
take decades to learn that, and some 
never quite do.” 

The beautiful mess of the title is 
also a nod to the unkempt unpre- 
dictability of the kind of live-on-the- 
floor music Browne is known for, 
which incorporates blues, country, 
soul, and @verything in between. 
Once Browne realized the dual 
meaning of the prospective title, his 
search was over. 

“That crossed my mind when I was

considering other titles,” he says. 
“One of the things that I really like 
to do when I’m playing with a band is 
to sort of let everybody solo at once. 
There are certain spots on the album 
where that happens, because we re- 
corded it live, with all the musicians 
together at the same time. It is kind 
of messy-sounding, because you get 
all these instruments playing these 


melodic fills simultaneously, but if 
they're actually playing together 
and listening to one another, it really 
works. And to me, that's beautiful. 
Messy, but beautiful.” 

This Beautiful Mess also marks an 
artistic milestone for Browne: it's the 
first album from the Juno-nominat- 
ed musican to feature more original 
compositions than covers. Of the 15 


songs on the new disc, 11 were writ 
ten by Browne and his wife, Bee 
Markus. The transition has been a 
gradual one for Browne, who first 
was noticed for his unique interpre- 
tations of traditional classics. Each 
of his albums has included a few 
more original songs than the one 
before it, and he says his next one 


own creations 

The catalyst for his sudden in- 
crease in original output came three 
years ago in the form of a grant from 
the Canadian Council for the Arts, 
who urged Browne and Markus to 
write more material on their own 
and build a larger body of work. “Bee 
and I have been working steadily on 
songs together for the past 10 years,” 
Browne says. “After we received the 
grant, we ended up with dozens of 
songs, and that experience is what 
formed the basis of This Beautiful 


to think about this one, it seemed 
like the natural thing to do was to 
gather these songs and release them 
together. 

“Tt took us awhile to get the thing 
out there, though. We didn’t get 
funding right away, which stalled 


the project for a good year and a,

Joe “Satch” Satriani is a living icon. 
Even those unfamiliar with the 
name have undoubtedly heard his 
fingers tear through guitar strings 
like a hot knife through butter, if 
not on one of his 12 studio efforts 
— most recently the verbose Profes- 
sor Satchafunkilus and the Muste- 
rion of Rock — then via his fretwork 
with rock luminaries including Mick 
Jagger, Alice Cooper, Spinal Tap, 
Blue Oyster Cult, and Deep Purple, 
or perhaps during his spots on the 
tenes guitar showcase the G3 





through one of his pupils, who have 
included the likes of Steve Vai, Me- 
tallica’s Kirk Hammett, and mem- 
bers of Counting Crows, Testament, 
and Primus. 

Suffice it to say, this is one gui- 
tar virtuoso who has his prodigious 
digits in every pie, his most recent 
endeavour being a rock quartet ten- 
tatively dubbed Chickenfoot, along 
with former Van Halen members 
Sammy Hagar and Michael An- 
thony, and Red Hot Chili Peppers 
drummer Chad Smith. Revered as 
the quintessential blender of techni- 
cal musical mastery and soulful de- 
livery, this 52-year-old shredder can 
do no wrong. 

“I wouldn't say that,” Satriani 
chuckles. “I’m human. I’ve ruthless- 
ly blown songs. It's inevitable that 
the calamity will visit one of us in 
the band at some point. [Occasion- 
ally when performing live, you're so 
stuck in the moment that you forget 
to go to the next part of the song. We 
find that comical, though. | can get 
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so focused on one aspect of the song 
I leave the group. If you could repre- 
sent it in a cartoon, it’s like someone 
blowing up full of air and floating 
away. Other times, though, it’s just 
one big, wrong note. It's like slow 
motion. You can see yourself going 
to it and you tell yourself to stop but 
you do it anyway, That's when the 
rest of the band ruthlessly chastises 
me.” 

In an almost Zen-like manner, Sa- 
triani confesses that he is even able 
to turn those bum notes — few and 
far between as they may be — into 
inspiration. Professor Satchafunki- 
lus may seem impersonal to the out- 
sider, but to Satriani, it’s the direct 
result of taueleeioge his emotions 
into music. 

“There’s no end to the mysteries, 
complexities, pure chaos, suffer- 
ing and joy of life,” he says. “Every 
day is filled with stuff and there's 
not enough time to filter it and write 
about it. 1 wish I could slow the 
world down when | find something 


inspirational, stop time, and write a 
song about it, but it just doesn't work 
that way. Some songs present some 
answers to personal questions, some 
are fun and others are introspective. 
By the end of a project like Profes- 
sor Satchafunkilus, you get the feel- 
ing it's been some strange, cathartic 
process. It’s not fodder, it’s inspira- 
tion. Even reading the paper, you get 
stuff.

If you're a Viking death metal band 
whose lyrical focus is Norse mythol- 
ogy, it can be hard to come up with 
a concept for a video that doesn't 
require a blockbuster budget — un- 
less you go the animation route, or 
are willing to papier-maché a giant 
snake. 

“Usually we do the video based on 
the lyrics from the songs — in this 
song, the lyrics are impossible to 
make, it’s like a movie,” says Amon 
Amarth guitarist Johan Séderberg, 
through a thick Swedish accent, as 
he explains the complications of 
making a clip for their latest single, 
“Twilight of the Thunder God.” 

Since 
with a band whose vocalist’s dark 
groan rides atop galloping guitars 
and thunderous drums, the band de- 


subtlety wouldn't mesh 


cided to recreate a battle scene, com- 
plete with blood-soaked swords and 
shields set ablaze. 





“We flew down to Poland for a 
couple of days and we went to this 
re-enactment Viking village,” Séder- 
berg says, “where they have people 
from all over the world fly in and 
have big battles on these grounds.” 

Who needs CGI monsters? The 
re-enactors stuck around to give the 
title track of Amon Amarth’s latest 
album the intense, adrenaline-fluid 
visuals it needed

the band’s seventh release on Metal 
Blade Records, a feat that is due in 
part to their solid work ethic. Unlike 
the stereotype of the rock band that 
shows up to “create” whenever they 
feel like it, the guys in Amon Ama- 
rth keep a steady nine-to-five sched- 
ule for rehearsals. “I think it's a good 
way to work,” Sdéderberg says. “We 
want to work in the day. It’s never 
good to sit at home doing nothing. 
We want to work on music.” 


Their workhorse mentality shows 


up in the writing process too, Sdder- 
berg and guitarist Olavi- Mikkonen 
will often come up with a riff first, 
then bring it to their rehearsal space 
As they fill in the sound with drums 
and bass, vocalist Johan Hegg is nor- 
mally in the other room listening 
and coming up with ideas for lyrics, 

To the uninitiated, Norse mythol- 
ogy may seem like a strange theme 
upon which to build an entire dis-

cography, but for Soderberg it just 
feels natural. He sees the language 
as more of a metaphor. “I think it’s 
just a perfect subject to write about 
with this kind of music,” he says. “It 
fits the music very good. The stories 
can be about anything, but we put it 
in the Viking environment — we put 
Viking clothes on the story, | guess 
you could say.... It is very easy to take 
to your heart. It’s very basic, melodic 
heavy metal. It's not so difficult.”

ALICE COOPER 

JUBILEE AUDITORIUM : SEPT. 27 

The idea that thousands of decent, law- 
abiding Canadians could come together 

to cheer an a man who serenades corpses 
and impales infants seems preposterous, 
but there is one man who can make that 
happen: Alice Cooper, who gave Edmonton 
a taste of blood at the Jubilee last Satur- 
day night. It was a treat to see a reunited 
Econoline Crush opening for him, elec- 
trifying the crowd (in spite of some poor 
mixing) as they chanted along with the 
band’s next single. The place was abuzz by 
the time Cooper hit the stage backdropped 
by a silhouetted murder scene and a romp- 
ing intro of “It's Hot Tonight.” Cooper's 
ostensibly touring in support of his latest 
album Along Came a Spider, but the new 
material made few appearances in the 
setlist, which, to the crowd's delight, stuck 
almost entirely to his classic albums Killer 
and Welcome to My Nightmare. The show 
was everything one would expect from the 
grandfather of shock rock; from dragging 
Cold Ethel about the stage by the hair to 
skewering a baby to getting straitjacketed 
by an angry mob, to being hanged by his 
doppelganger, all topped off with a satire 
of the U.S. presidential race during the 
final encore of “Elected.” The band was in- 
credibly tight, but the spectacular reigned 
supreme. Even at 60, Alice Cooper knows 
how to keep ‘em watching.

Ben Behaving Badly

In Elegy, Ben Kingsley pulls off an 
acting trick that I bet is a lot harder 
than it looks: he convinces you not 
just that he’s really smart but also 
that he'd be really, really good in bed. 
That's an important quality to have 
when you're the lead character in a 
Philip Roth story — Elegy is adapted 
from Roth’s 2001 novella The Dy- 
ing Animal. Kingsley plays literature 
professor, esteemed critic, and radio 


- talk show host David Kepesh, a man 


whose sexual appetites remain un- 
dimmed even with his 70th birthday 
looming too distantly on the horizon. 
Compact, confident, muscular, King- 
sley looks at potent as it’s possible 
to look at his age — and his shaved 
head only makes him look all the 
more phallic. 

We're told that Kepesh has a long 


history of dalliances with pretty fe- 


male students, but his latest con- 
quest, a Goyaesque Cuban beauty 
named Consuela Castillo (Penélope 
Cruz), connects with him on a 
deeper erotic level than any woman 
he’s ever known. And yet, he can't 
bring himself to fully commit to 
her: he’s too self-conscious about 
the gap between their ages to make 
their relationship fully public, too 
fully convinced about the inevitabil- 
ity of her leaving him, too irratio- 
nally jealous of her previous lovers. 


Plus, he has his other, more age-ap- 
propriate lover Carolyn (a surpris- 
ingly sensuous Patricia Clarkson), 
who he's not quite prepared to give 
up either. 

Elegy doesn’t try to replicate the 
urgent, stabbing qualities of Roth's 
prose — there are none of Roth’s 
trademark, tortured arias of lust and 
guilt and self-recrimination and self- 
justification here. But Isabel Coixet 
(best known in Canada for directing 
the Sarah Polley tearjerker My Life 
Without Me) substitutes a medita- 
tive, autumnal mood of yearning and 
regret that’s just as potent and grip- 
ping. Elegy was written by Nicholas 
Meyer, who also wrote the script for 
The Human Stain, Hollywood's pre- 
vious attempt to put Roth onscreen, 
which never recovered from the 
fundamental miscasting of Anthony 
Hopkins and Nicole Kidman. No 


such problem exists in Elegy: Kepesh 
is easily Kingsley’s best role since 
Sexy Beast, and he nails every as- 
pect of this man's personality — the 
charming seducer, the man of intel- 
lect, the runaway father who refuses 
to apologize to his resentful son, the 
coward who lets love slip through 
his fingers. 

Indeed, Elegy is a film about all 
the precious things that are so im- 
possible to hang onto: love, beauty, 
health. All these characters -are so 
vital, so hungry for life, and yet 
they're all at a point in their lives 
where the spectre of death has begun 
whispering faintly to them. There’s 
an amazing, shockingly intimate 
scene where Kepesh visits his best 
friend George (Dennis Hopper), a 
Pulitzer Prize-winning poet who 
has suffered a stroke. Bedridden, 
unable to speak, and in great emo- 





tional tumult, George grabs Kepesh, 
pulls him close, and kisses him on 
the mouth. There’s nothing homo- 
erotic about it; it’s a gesture of pure 
friendship, but of course, to Kepesh, 
it must also feel like being kissed by 
the grave. 

Meanwhile, Penélope Cruz, wear- 
ing an incongruously girlish head- 
band, disproves the popular critical 
notion that she can only give good 
performances in Spanish. The quiet, 
contemplative Consuela makes a 
nice contrast to the spitfire she plays 
in Woody Allen's Vicky Cristina Bar- 
celona. Indeed, one can't help but 
notice how much more nuanced and 
sexually sophisticated Elegy is com- 
pared to Allen’s recent work. Elegy 
feels refreshingly wise, adult, and 
professorial, while Allen, now in his 
70s, still speaks with the voice~of 
an undergrad.

Every film starring the cherub-faced 
Michael Cera has geared itself toward 
teenagers (Superbad, Juno), and his 
newest high school romp, Nick and 
Norah's Infinite Playlist, skews even 
younger than that — roughly between 
the ages of 12 and 15.

So 
when Jerry suddenly finds $750,000 
in his bank account and an apart- 
ment full of mysterious bombmak- 
ing equipment, he naturally freaks 
out. But not before a voice on his 
cellphone warns him that the FBI 


| are honing in on him. 


The next hour is a frenetic game 
of cat and mouse in which Jerry tries 
to avoid the authorities who don't 
understand that they've just got the 
wrong guy, while omniscient mes- 
sages pop up on his phone, nearby 
electronic signs, etc. telling him 
the best way to escape. Pretty soon 
pretty single mom Rachel (Michelle 
Monaghan) is along for the folie 
a deux. 

Yes, it moves pretty fast. Yes, it’s 
fun to watch Jerry outpace FBI agent 
Billy Bob Thornton, and there's a 
strange kind of Fugitive updating go- 
ing on here. Yes, there are some fan- 


tastic chase scenes and great effects, 
if you don’t mind a little nausea from 
choppy camera movements. 

But where Eagle Eye starts to get 
silly is when it starts explaining it- 
self. The movie is a lot more fun 
when we're in the same position as 
Jerry and Rachel, and we don’t know 
what the hell is going on. 

In some ways Eagle Eye is a pretty 
smart thriller. It knows how to push 
our buttons in a post-9/11 world of 
increased surveillance and unwel- 
come intrusion into our lives. Do 
you know who might be listening in 
on your cellphone? Do you realize 
how your actions are being followed 


electronically? 

Think about our lives from a bits- 
and-bytes perspective. Today I put 
gas in my car, got some lunch, went 
to the post office, bought some gro- 
ceries, took and made tons of phone 
calls, surfed the web, sent and re- 
ceived e-mail, sent and received 
faxes, and worked on the computer. 
Pretty much all of my movements 
can be tracked. But by whom? 

This is not the first movie to tackle 
these issues. Most recently, Spiel- 
berg’s Minority Report did a pretty 
decent job at jumping into the not- 
so-distant future. Eagle Eye is a 





high-concept movie, but it'll be “sci- 
ence fiction” for only a short-period 
of time, if at all. 

Ultimately, it’s as hard for Jerry 
and Rachel to outrun the eagle eye 
trained on them as it is for us to re- 
linquish our reliance on the comput- 
ers that run our lives. Eagle Eye is 
a fun thriller that entertains for the 
first half, provokes for the middle, 
and gets to be a little too much in the 
end, 

The scariest part of the film, 
frankly, comes during the closing 
credits, when everyone in the the- 
atre turns their cellphones back on.

Are You There, God? It’s Me, Mockery

“If you want to make God laugh,” 
the old proverb goes, “tell Him your 
plans.” To which director Larry 
Charles might add, if you want to 
make an atheist laugh, show him 
Religulous. 

In Religulous, Charles follows 
comedian Bill Maher as he travels 
around the world, from the Holy 
Land theme park in Orlando, Fla., to 
a bar for gay Muslims in Amsterdam, 
as he talks to a wide assortment of 
Catholics, Jews, Mormons, Muslims, 
both leaders and followers, as well as 
a few people who follow fringe faiths 
of their own wobbly design. Maher, 
whose mother was Jewish but who 
was brought up Catholic and now 
lives in a state of contented atheism, 
spars energetically with everyone he 
meets, trying to understand how so 
many intelligent people — many of 
them government officials of power- 
ful countries — can possibly believe 
in an invisible, all-powerful person 
living in the sky or that the geneal- 
ogy of all of mankind can be traced 
back to a garden inhabited by a talk- 
ing snake. 

Larry Charles’ career genealogy 
is equally improbable. He started 
out as a TV comedy writer, turn- 
ing out dozens of episodes of shows 
like Seinfeld, Mad About You, The 
Tick, and Entourage before cutting 
his directing teeth on Larry David's 
semi-improvised series Curb Your 
Enthusiasm. His first feature film 
as a director — 2003's Masked and 
Anonymous, an underrated musical 
allegory starring and co-written by 
Bob Dylan — was savaged by critics, 
but Charles bounced back in a big 
way three years later with Borat, the 
one-of-a-kind Molotov cocktail of 
satire, road-trip documentary, and 
performance-art provocation that 
became one of the breakthrough pop 
cultural events of 2006. 

Religulous is being marketed as 
a companion piece to Borat — “Get 
ready for another outrageous, taboo- 
smashing trip across America!” 
— but it’s a much different animal. 
Where Borat's Sacha Baron Cohen 
was an agent of chaos, Maher is a 
staunch advocate of reason: he likes 
science, he likes logic, and he wishes 
that the 15 per cent of Americans 
who identify themselves as belong- 
ing to no religious faith would get 
organized and push back against the 
fundamentalists who he believes are 
Tuining his country. 

Charles is an admirably clear 
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thinker as well when it comes to his 
unique brand of comic documenta- 
ries. He spoke to me — and addressed 
some of my criticisms of Religulous 
— earlier this week over the phone 
from his office in Los Angeles. 


SEE Magazine: What was the man- 
date that you began with for Religu- 
lous? Did you go in with a specifi- 
cally atheist agenda? 

Larry Charles: There was defi- 
nitely no atheist agenda. The hy- 
pothesis behind the movie was 
basically to make a Saturday night 
date movie, a rollicking, rock 'n’ roll 
rollercoaster ride through religion. 
We wanted to make a romp about 
religion. We wanted it to be a very 


funny movie about this very vola- 
tile, controversial subject that might 
shift the paradigm in some way. 

SEE: The movie has some of the 
flavour of Borat to it, but this one 
lacks that “prank” element that Bo- 
rat had. 1 don’t know if that's the 
word you would use — 

LC: | wouldn't, actually. With Bo- 
rat, we created an alternate reality 
and the people in the film accepted 
that reality and operated within it as 
their own reality. Within that reality, 
they behaved absolutely honestly. 
It's a lot more interesting conceptu- 
ally than a prank, I would say. 

SEE: Fair enough. But did you 
learn anything, either technically or 
tactically, while making Borat that 
came in handy with Religulous? 

LC: Yes. On Borat, we developed 
a filmmaking style that was very 
simple, very stripped-down, a very 
small-footprint style that was some- 
thing | applied to Religulous as well. 

SEE: By “small footprint,” do you 
just mean a small crew?

LC: Yeah, our crew on Religulous 
was everybody that could fit in a van 
There were no chairs, no crafts ser- 
vices, no glitter or glitz. Everybody 
had to get in the van, jump out, start 
filming, jump back in, and drive 
away. And that enabled us to get into 
places that we ordinarily wouldn't 
have been able to — and to be in plac- 
es where we didn't belong, because 
we were so inconspicuous 

SEE; What is your role as a direc- 
tor on a film like this? Are you guid- 
ing Bill Maher's “performance” to 
any extent? 

LC: The way | look at it is that Bill 
and I are making a film together, and 
that’s the feel that the movie should 
have. We're driving along, I’m talk- 





but I'll give you an example. Take 
the interview with leremiah Cum- 
mings, who's the African-American 
preacher who couldn't quote the 
Bible properly. 

SEE: This is the guy who was in 
Harold Melvin and The Blue Notes? 

LC: That's the one. Now, here's a 
man who's a minister, who's speak- 
ing before large congregations every 
Sunday, and who's obviously some 
kind of charlatan or scam artist. 
And when the time comes for him 
to quote one of the most important 
passages from the Bible;he screws it 
up and manages to completely sub- 
vert its meaning. And | think that's 
worth mocking and pointing out — 
that's where the edgy, dark satire is. I 





ing to him in the van, we’re hanging 
out, we're talking to people, we're 
laughing. My role in Borat and on 
this movie is to do whatever's neces- 
sary to get the movie made. And that 
encompasses a lot of things between 
choosing angles. There's a lot of X- 
factors on a movie like this that you 
can't predict until you actually do it. 

SEE: One thing about the film that 
I did have misgivings about was that 
technique you employ of interpolat- 
ing old movie clips and subtitles into 
the interviews to undercut and un- 
dermine what the people are saying. 
Could you talk a bit about what's be- 
hind those choices? 

LC: Well, | shot about 400 hours 
of film, and I have about 14.5 hours 
cut. So in the editing room, when 
we started to make choices about 
what to use, we decided to use those 
techniques when we thought they 
were somehow illuminating, And 
we thought they had to be earned. I 


could go through each of those mo- ~ 


ments and tell you why they exist, 


want the audience to know that this 
guy is basically full of shit. 1 don't 
think we pick on people in the movie 
at all, but I think when they’re being 
incredibly hypocritical or scary, it 
seems worthwhile to talk to the audi- 
ence directly, in a sense. 

SEE: It seems as though, when 
you were picking out people to put 
in the movie, there are a lot of fringe 
figures and crackpots in there — 

LC: Well, | would disagree with 
that. We've got Francis Collins, who's 
one of the highest-level scientists in 
the country, we have two high-level 
Vatican priests, we have a senator, 
leaders of the Islamic church. There 
are numerous examples of people 
who are legitimate, valid, rational, 
normal members of society. | don't 
think there’s a large percentage 
of crackpots. They may stand out 
more, because they're so out there,

believers? 

LC: | suppose that's the core au- 
dience, but to me, what will make 
this movie successful is if people 
who would normally be aghast and 
offended by its subject matter find 
themselves at the mall on a Sunday 
night, they've seen The Dark Knight 
and Tropic Thunder, so they go see 
Religulous and they find themselves 
laughing in spite of themselves. 
That would be the greatest goal of 
the movie: to reach those people and 
have them go, “Yeah, religion is a 
little silly, isn’t it?” 

SEE: There’s a striking moment in 
that closing sermon where Bill Ma- 
her addresses what you might call 
the “soft believers,” the moderates, 
the non-fundamentalists, and kind 
of calls on them to recognize the 
harmful effects of religion on the 
world and sort of lay off it, the way 
you might make a vow to stop eating 
fast food hamburgers. 

LC: That's one of the things I most 
respect and admire about Bill — that 
he's willing to talk to the people who 
would normally agree with him and 
risk alienating them for the sake of 
being honest with them and say what 
he believes is the truth. It's a contro- 
versial part of the movie, because it 
attacks the people who would natu- 
rally be its fans. 

SEE: I don’t know if it's too early 
in the game for any controversies to 
have erupted yet, but are there any 
parts of the film that you think peo- 
ple might target, that you think are 
particularly incendiary?

Spike Lee’s Miracle at St. Anna is a 
disaster of a movie. Note that I did 
not say a movie about a disaster. 

It could have been great. It could 
have been what the first few minutes 


| promise the audience it would be: a 





murder mystery, the motivation for 
which rests deep in the forgotten 
history of the Second World War's 
92nd Infantry, an all-black outfit 
nicknamed the “Buffalo Soldier Di- 
vision.” As a young reporter in 1983, 
Tom Boyle (Joseph Gordon-Levitt) 
digs into the open-and-shut case 


| of a postal service worker going, 


ahem, “postal” on a customer, the 
real mystery becomes not whodun- 
it, but why? However, Lee quickly 
abandons this intriguing Citizen 
Kane-esque storytelling device and 
forces us to wait nearly three hours 
before we get to see the intrepid 
journalist and the mild-mannered 
murderer again. 

In between, we get sent back to 
1944, where the 92nd is trying to 
take a river in northern Italy, on the 
other side of which Nazis have been 
dug in for months. When the troops 
ask for artillery support, their angry 
white commander figures they're ly- 
ing about their position and ends up 
bombing the shit out of his own pla- 





toon, reconnaissance be damned. 

Amidst the chaos, four soldiers get 
stuck in Nazi-held territory and, in 
their wandering, they end up saving 
the life of an Italian boy, bringing 
him to a Tuscan village for medical 
attention. Holding position in the 
village, the four American soldiers 
meet up with a group of Italian parti- 
sans, including our present-day dead 
guy. Somewhere around the two- 
hour mark it finally becomes clear 
why Dead Guy deserves to be dead 
and the rest is just more killing, as if 
you haven't gotten your fill of burst- 
ing squibs already. 

There are very few miracles in 
the film, if any. Most of its running 
time is dedicated to watching a lot 
of people dying gruesomely — that's 
time that should have been spent on 
developing the characters, especially 
the secondary ones. The bad guys, 
from the white commanders to the 
Nazi soldiers are one-dimensionally 
evil, utterly devoid of humanity. We 
cannot forget man’s ability to be bru- 
tal and cruel to his fellow man, but 
even more important. to remember 
is that it was humans, not monsters, 
executing humans. The actors play- 
ing Nazi generals in Miracle at St. 
Anna, on the other hand, do what 
seem to be live re-enactments of Al- 
lied propaganda posters. 

Miracle wants to bring to light 
the role black soldiers played in the 
Second World War. It wants to re- 
mind us of the atrocities of war, 
and their effects on the people who 
live through them. It wants to tell 
a human story and be a historical 
document. It wants to be so many 
things, but all it ends up being is 
a mess.

ritzy post-premiere party). When he 
catches the eye of Clayton Harding 
(Jeff Bridges), powerful publisher of 
a prestigious American magazine a 
la Vanity Fair, Sidney jumps at the 
chance to transplant to New York 
and join the party, only to discover 
that he’s starting well down the to- 
tem pole. 

Not that he can't fall even lower 
~ his impertinent antics quickly get 
him in dutch with his new bosses and 
only the forbearance of untrusting 


with HBO's Curb Your Enthusiasm, 
might as well have hung placards 
around his actor's necks, so obvious 
is their function in the predestined 
unspooling of the plot, which puts 
its various comedic elements to the 
most obvious of uses. We're talking 
the whole magilla — poop, groin in- 
juries, dead dogs, and flagrantly in- 
appropriate behaviour in social set- 
tings. It's a real bonanza of one-off 
lowbrow gags 

What the movie really needs is a 
dose of the discomfiting humour 
Weide’s TV career is predicated on. 
Rather than a snarky but ultimately- 
soft main character, it needs a Lar- 
ry David type, one as self-absorbed 
and superficial as its glitzy setting, 
someone who can really kill a con- 
versation by saying precisely the 
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askew teeth, gets her contractually 
mandated scene of adorable drunk- 
enness, which predictably puts her 
directly in the path of Pegg’s boyish 
charms. Only the unsung Danny 
Huston, as a smarmy, compromised 
senior editor, makes very much of 
the material. 

If you haven't had enough of the 
characters (or the ersatz pop-laden 
soundtrack) by the final credits, 
hang around and you'll see a faux 
trailer for a film that's a running 
joke throughout the movie. It's not 
any funnier than the rest of the 
movie, but does make for a tidy 
summary of the way How to Lose 
Friends and Alienate People con- 
tents itself with easy laughs when 
it really needs tobe a little more 
difficult.

Samuel Beckett's Waiting for Godot 
has been showered with all manner 
of praise over the years, but a feel- 
good play it is not. The world it de- 
picts is a geographic and ideological 
wasteland, with no answers or com- 
forts to speak of — not even Godot 
himself, whose failure to appear 
leaves his two associates forced to 
continue waiting, without hope but 
also without anything better to do. 

The play's key question is, of 
course, why Godot can't be bothered 
to show up. Beckett famously ‘re- 
fused to give an answer, so Toronto 
playwright Brendan Gall has come 
up with his one of his own. In Alias 
Godot, Gall argues that Godot is nei- 
ther malicious nor coldly indifferent 
to the people waiting for him — he’s 
simply forgetful, and happens to 
wander into the midst of an alleyway 
riot, where he's arrested and brought 
in for questioning by two frustrated 
cops looking to dole out some vigi- 
lante justice. 

In addition to fleshing out its mini- 
malist plot, Gall and director Bradley 
Moss try to expand the emotional 
range of the original by injecting 
some humour and deflating some 
of the high-concept mopeyness that 
modernists like Beckett loved to wal- 
low in. 

Their failure to do so, then, is two- 
fold. The comedy in Alias Godot is 


oddly stilted and directionless, and it 
intersects awkwardly with the seri- 
ous drama that the production still 
aspires to be, 

More importantly, nobody seems 
to recognize that Waiting for Godot 
is already funny — and what's more, 
it's got a built-in blueprint for how to 
combine the tragic and the hilarious 
that’s left sadly unconsulted, Beck- 
etts Vladimir and €stragon don’t 
alternate saying sad and funny lines; 
instéad, they're able to be both at 
once, because Beckett sees that trag- 
edy and comedy come from the same 
place: having your hopes and expec- 
tations thwarted. Without the ability 
to fix things, you can either despair, 
or you can laugh — Waiting for Godot 
encourages you to do both at once. 
This liminal approach is why Beckett 
is often referred to as the last mod- 
ernist, or a kind of precursor to post-

modernism, where hopeless laughter 
took over as the only appropriate re- 
sponse to crisis. 

Alias Godot, on the other hand, has 
parts meant to be funny and parts 
meant to be serious. The two inter- 
act, but they don’t get along very well. 
It also has funny characters and seri- 
ous characters. One of the crooked 
cops (Christopher Schulz’s Eddy) is 
played almost exclusively for laughs, 
and the other (Brian Dooley’s Vin- 
cent) mostly gets mad and yells 
The performances themselves are 
good — Schulz in particular has the 
angular yet elastic facial features of 
a cartoon superhero — but both feel 
like they've been plucked from par- 
allel dimensions, where the rules are 
slightly different and the genre more 
clearly defined. 

Godot himself is as troubling. Ju- 
lien Arnold plays him as childlike 


as possible, with wide eyes and a na- 
ive smile accompanying each of his 
lines. He's an idiot savant, in other 
words, who speaks in grand phrases 
but doesn’t seem to understand any 
of them. Part of the disappointment 
comes from seeing a monolithic fig- 
ure like Godot revealed to be no more 
than a lost puppy (which may well 
be part of Gall and Arnold's intent), 
but a larger part comes from seeing 
the moral weight surrounding him 


get drained out as well — not from 
a subversive itch, but for the sake of 
simplicity. 


And for a play whose aim is to 
shine some light into Beckett's abyss, 
Alias Godot has a final half-hour 
that's downright despicable in its 
self-aggrandizement and _preten- 
sions to universal insight. The big- 
gest offender isn’t even a character, 


but an object: Godot's mysterious 





lost package, which is made out to 
be as captivating as the Pulp Fiction 
briefcase and as difficult to wield as 
Excalibur. It's never fully revealed, 
but by show's end there are big hints 
at it being one of three things, and all 
of them are ridiculous. 

There are glimmers of excellence, 
however, in the form of James Ham- 
ilton’s cocksure, cartwheeling anti- 
terrorism agent Rocko, who's got a 
hunch that Godot's case falls under 
his jurisdiction. Along with his side- 
kick Linus (Collin Doyle), Rocko ab- 
solutely demolishes whatever scene 
he tumbles into, introducing a fresh 
comic framework that's free from 
bland homage and which makes the 
stage buzz with energy. He may be 
skinny enough to be thrown around 
the interrogation room like a rag doll, 
but on this stage Hamilton is unmis- 
takeably the heavyweight.

“No novel in English has given more 
pleasure than Pride and Prejudice.” 

This sentence appears on the 
dustcover gracing my copy of Jane 
Austen's classic novel about love, 
family, society, and matchmaking in 
late 18th-century England, which | 
picked up about a week before I was 
to see The Citadel's new stage adap- 
tation by Tom Wood. That's a fairly 
ambitious claim, I thought. But after 
completing the final page, I was in- 
clined to agree with it, or at least un- 
derstand its enthusiasm. The book 
is rife with characters whose con- 
cerns are as relatable today as they 
must have been when they were first 
created. 

And I was not disappointed by The 


Citadel’s production. From the first 
glimpse of the decorative set, it's 
clear that the individuals involved 
in bringing Elizabeth Bennet’s world 
to life were as excited about the en- 
deavour as the audience. The Citadel 
has the awesome advantage of a ro- 
tating floor that allows the stage to 
be transformed rapidly through sim- 
ple shifts and turns of free-standing 
structures, which comes very much 
in handy with a plot that involves so 
much walking through the woods 
and changing of rooms. 

As far as the performances go, 
veterans Tim Koetting (who plays 
the sarcastic Mr. Bennet) and Lally 
Cadeau (who plays two of the most 
Mrs. Ben- 
net and Lady Catherine de Bourgh) 
stand out as the stars of the night. 
Where some of the younger actors 
struggle with the British accents, 
oetting and Cadeau deliver Aus- 
ten's dialogue with great confidence 
and humour. Cadeau particularly 


grandiose characters, 


brings incredible life and timing to 
every moment she’s onstage — es- 
pecially when chastising her daugh- 
ter Mary (Courtney Lancaster) for 
playing the piano or quoting from 
her favourite texts 





But it’s the relationship between 
Elizabeth Bennet (Amanda Lisman) 
and Mr. Darcy (Rejean Cournoyer) 
that should be the driving force of 


this play — it's Darcy’s insufferable 
air of pride and Elizabeth's instant 
prejudice against him, after all 


that give the book its title. They are 
meant to hate one another on sight 
with Lizzy slowly winning over Dar- 
cy with her intelligence and wit. He 
ther proves himself a better man, 
and wins her love in return 

In Austen's novel, this is a com- 
plex and layered progression, and 
sadly, Wood's adaptation doesn’t ful- 
ly translate it onto the stage. Their 
characters start off convincingly 
tense, with Darcy continually stand- 
ing off to the side, his back turned to 
the rest of his company; meanwhile, 
Elizabeth catches his attention every 
now and again, drawing him into the 
events and conversation 

All very charming. But in the rush 
to compress the plot of the novel 
into the length of a play, the gradual 
transformation of these two char- 
acters into romantic partners who 
care about one another is, perhaps 
inevitably, sacrificed and simplified 
Elizabeth’s declaration of love feels

far too sudden to be entirely believ- 
able. 

However, even despite this loss of 
depth, Pride and Prejudice is still a 
fantastic night of theatre. The cos- 
tumes are lavish and full of detail, 
the women's heavily draped gowns

contrasting sharply with the fitted 
jackets and knee-high boots worn by 
the men. The youthful cast is win- 
ningly earnest, and the whole atmo- 
sphere in the theatre, both onstage 
and in the seats, is one of genuine 
enjoyment.

Suitcases, Masks, And Pig Hearts

This week, Jill and Mandy prepare 
to have their brains and eyes worked 
over as they dive into the depths 
of Flutura and Besnik Haxhil- 
lari's mixed-genre exhibit The Two 
Gullivers. 


Jill: Let me just say that the prem- 
ise of this exhibition is pretty much 
wonderful. Two people in a state of 
“permanent migration” (as they so 
perfectly put it) experience a meta- 
morphosis into constant travellers 
and explorers. | am thinking this is 
a pretty interesting and smart way to 
approach any sort of artistic endea- 
vour: allowing yourself to be com- 
pletely taken away by the things that 
present themselves to you through- 
out your journey, as opposed to set- 
ting up immediate boundaries before 
you begin. What was your take on 


the show? 

Mandy: I wasn't too sure of what 
to expect from this show, and when I 
first walked into the exhibit, 1 wasn't 
really clear on how to respond to it 
either. You're first confronted with 
these two life-sized images of the 
artists in the nude holding one an- 
other, which were kind of beautiful 
Next, I noticed the installation of 
clear masks, with a video of a per- 
formance in which people hold up 
pieces of meat inside them (later 
identified as hearts, perhaps from 
pigs) and perform a kind of ritual. 
There is also a larger video projec- 
tion of different performances Flu- 
tura and Besnik have created over 
the years, many of which involve 
the artists being vulnerable to their 
audience in their nudity while inves- 
tigating their own relationships. Do 
you think their use of art as a way to 
interact and experience the world is 
successful as an exhibition? 

Jill: I have had a hard time in the 
past metabolizing purely conceptual 
works; oftentimes, artists working 
in this realm tend to overemphasize 
the importance of their artistic state- 
ment or intended meaning while the 
visual aspect of their work takes a 
backseat. However, I was pretty sur- 
prised with this show. Even though 
there are a lot of seemingly random 
parts to it that don’t necessarily fit

together, there's also a great deal 
of very interesting and captivating 
imagery. 

Mandy: Like the see-through 
suitcase! This is an idea that had 
thematic resonance as well as be- 
ing visually interesting. The video 
of them walking through an airport 
with this clear case, where all their 
personal items and clothing are vis- 
ible to the people around them, was 
both unnerving and touching. For 
such a simple object, it packs quite 
a metaphorical punch. Especially 
when a regular suitcase would wheel 
by their clear one — theirs seemed 
so much more accessible. There was 
nothing to hide. The other bags be- 
came secretive by comparison. 

Jill: 1 love the idea that travelling 
and exploring metaphors are both 
things that essentially connect all of 


us. But did you think the exhibition 
cohered visually? I know you said 
you were confused by it at first. 
Mandy: | did feel it was a bit scat- 
tered at the beginning — they use 
such a wide range of material and 
deliver their messages in so many 
ways. I also wasn't too sure of the 
performance piece they created on 
the opening night. There are two 
large canvases leaning against the 
wall in that kind of cubby side area, 
with half a heart painted on each. 
But ‘when I spent more time in the 
‘space, and learned how they'd used 


. pig hearts to paint it, and how they 


stitched them to each others shirts 
... Clearly it is the creation of these 
things and the experience of watch- 
ing them being made that is impor- 
tant here. And that is what really be- 
came apparent about the exhibit as 





a whole: that desire to communicate 
and create an experience that steps 
outside of the everyday. 

Jill: Okay, but I think that when 
you can't immediately connect with 
a piece visually, it's not really doing 
its job, do you know what I mean? I 
love conceptual artwork, I love that 
it makes people think about things in 
a certain way (or an uncertain way, 
for that matter), but I still think that 
the viewer should be automatically 
visually engaged in some way or an- 
other even before reading the texts 
or the statements. : 

Mandy: You definitely have to 
be willing to sus] immediate 
judgment to really engage with this 
work. ,
